Gentlemen:, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Parsley,  for  the  year 
ending  1907. 

Births— The  number  of  Births  registered  during 
1907  was  138,  of  which  64  were  males  and  74  females, 
equal  to  a rate  of  24.2  per  1000.  This  is  a very 
satisfactory  figure.  Illegitimate  Births,  3. 
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I he  following  table  shows  the  increased  rate  at  a 
g lance:

Deaths — There  were  73  Deaths  during  the  year, 
consisting  of  38  males  and  35  females — equal  to  death- 
rate  of  12.4  per  1 coo.  In  some  months  exceptionally 
low  deaths  were  recorded,  for  instance  there  was  only 
one  death  in  September,  and  three  occurred  in  March 
and  June  respectively. 

The  rate  is  the  lowest  of  an)'  year  of  which  we  have 
Statistics,  and  compares  with  the  average  of  the  years 
1899  and  1901,  of  15.7  and  16. 1,  in  a most  favourable 
manner. 


Of  the  73  Deaths,  16  were  those  of  persons  over 
the  age  of  65,  and  6 of  these  were  over  80  years  of  age.

Scarlet  Fever — Cases  notified  13.  Last  year  8. 
The  type  of  disease,  I am  pleased  to  say,  is  of  a very 
mild  and  non-fatal  character,  and  there  has  been  no 
death  from  this  disease  for  at  least  six  years. 

Diphtheria. — Cases  Notified  3. — Last  year  2. 
T he  first  case,  a malignant  one,  proved  rapidly  fatal  and 
in  all  probability  the  other  2 cases  derived  their  infection 
from  contact  therewith  — and  were  not  fatal. 

Enteric. — One  case  only — severe,  removed  to 
Hospital  and  made  a good  recovery. — Last  year  2 cases. 
This  disease,  to  my  mind,  owing  to  improved  sanitary 
conditions  is  rapidly  diminishing. 
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Measles, — Was  prevalent  during  the  summer 
months  and  there  were  2 deaths  from  this  complaint. 

It  is  well  known  that  Measles  is  a most  infectious 
disease  and  there  has  been  a good  deal  of  discussion  and 

o 

investigations  as  to  the  advantages  or  otherwise  of 
systematic  household  disinfection  as  a prophylactic 
measure  in  these  cases. 

The  advantages  would  seem  to  be  the  prevention 
of  spreading  by  infected  articles  and  its  educational 
effect  upon  parents  by  impressing  upon  them  the  fact 
that  disease  is  not  to  be  treated  lightly. 

The  disadvantages  are  : — 

First  of  all  the  expense  and  the  small  return  for  it 
that  can  be  shown. 

Then  there  is  the  annoyance  of  repetitions  and 
expense  and  trouble  to  the  householder  which  has  a 
tendency  to  cause  concealment  of  cases. 

DBa!ThO0a. — As  this  complaint  is  usually  associated 
with  hot  weather  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  say 
there  were  no  cases — as  the  summer  of  1907  has  not  yet 
arrived. 

Amongst  the  new  Acts  that  the  present  Parliament 
has  brought  into  force  being  of  interest  to  sanitary 
authorities  are  : — 

i.  Notification  of  Births  Act. 

ii.  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act. 

Regarding  the  former  which  is  not  compulsory  but 
may  be  adopted  by  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  I wish  to  mention  the  advantages  or  dis- 
advantages. 
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This  Act  provides  for  the  Notification  of  Births  of 
Children  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  within  36 
hours  of  birth  by  someone  closely  connected,  either 
husband,  midwife,  neighbour,  or  failing  them  the  doctor 
in  order  that  proper  supervision  can  be  given,  where 
necessary,  to  the  care  and  feeding  of  the  infant,  to 
prevent  excessive  infantile  mortality. 

One  disadvantage  that  has  been  put  forward  is  the 
infringement  of  secrecy  which  is  indispensable  between  a 
medical  man  and  his  patient. 

Another  point  to  be  considered  is  the  extra  amount 
of  labour  involved  in  following  up  the  notifications 
received  which  is  relatively  greater  in  a small  locality 
than  in  a large  town  owing  to  the  absence  of  the 
necessary  machinery. 

With  regard  to  the  Education  (Administrative 
Provisions)  &c.  This  provides  for  periodical  inspection 
of  school  children  with  a view  to  obtaining  statistical 
records  of  and  of  improving  their  physical  condition. 
This  is  a large  subject  and  exactly  how  the  Benefits  are 
to  be  worked  out  is  not  yet  cpiite  decided  and  we  shall 
know  more  and  report  later  when  things  have  been  put 
into  working  order. 

Phthisis.—  -I  strongly  recommend  that  this  com- 
plaint be  made  a compulsory  notifiable  disease  similar  to 
fevers— the  advantages  are  so  obvious  that  1 need  not 
again  recapitulate  them  as  I have  many  times  advocated 
this  measure  which  other  places  are  adopting,  and  in  my 
opinion  Parsley  should  not  be  behind-hand  in  this 
respect. 

We  have  from  three  to  six  deaths  annually  and 
although  this  does  not  seem  a large  number  still  any- 

thi  m*-  that  could  be  done  to  ameliorate  their  condition 

& 

and  prevent  the  spread  of  the  complaint  ought  to  be 
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clone  as  the  cases  occur  chiefly  amongst  the  poorer 
classes  of  working  people.  I have  had  a few  demands 
for  disinfection  of  rooms  in  fatal  cases  and  should  be 
more  satisfied  if  suitable  disinfection  were  carried  out  in 
every  case.

— During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  this 
complaint  became  almost  epidemic,  affecting  adults  as 
well  as  children,  and  necessitated  closing  one  of  the 
schools  (infants)  for  a fortnight. 
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Factory  and  Workshops’  Act.— '['here  have  been 
two  or  three  additions  during  the  year,  viz.  Basket 
Work,  Laundry  and  Bakehouses,  and  these  and  other 
Workshops  have  been  inspected  and  the  general  condition 
with  regard  to  sanitation  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.
